Mayor Behrman belleves Philadelphia
would benefit greatly by this arrangement
and would be glad to eonfar with ofMelals
of the Transportation Bureau of tha Cham-
ber of Commarce during his stay here.
“An Interesting economic feature of the
New Orleans cotton terminals Is the ‘bale
puller,’** ho sald today. "This mechanical
device can select o bale of cotton from
the very contre of n plle containing sev-
eral hundred bales, and without disturbing
the rest, extract it and place It upon a
truck. Ordinarily, It |8 necessary to topple
all the bales In order to get at the par-
ticular one, and the new device hax revo-
lutionized the handling of the commodity.
“The New Orleans cotton terminals have
already cost the State of Loulsians $3,600,-°
000, As more units sre added, the expondi-
ture wlil increase. It Is planned to make
New Orleans the storage market for cotton
to serve the entire world, and Liverpool's
grip will he taken off the industry when the
plan fully matures
“The management and operation of the
cotton terminals are under the directionofa
board of public-apirited bualness man. Civil
#orvice rules regulute the employment of
help, and no political Interference of any
sort Is tolerated. The Fublic Belt Rallroad,
@ municipal utility, serves the warehouses
and everything ls co-ordinated for the guick,
economic handling of Incoming and outgolng
cotton."

proclaimed the birth of American Iherty.
